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SMALL-POX AND VACCINATION. 


The small-pox fright in California 
has given rise to considerable discus- 
sion of the virtues of vaccination, The 
practice of vaccination has been gen- 
eral in San Francisco since the ap- 
pearance of the plague, and now near- 
ly all the population are vaccinated. If 
there are any serious evils pertaining 
to vaccination we should be apt to 


hear of them now as the result of ac- 
So far, no one vac. 


cinated on the coast has complained 
of any injurious effects. 

Small-pox was orce a terrible 
scourge to mankind. Its victims 
were numbered by hundreds ot thous- 
ands in Eyrope and in Asia. Before 
Jenner’s discovery of vaccination the 
small-pox was a terror to humanity. 
Since Jenner’s time the prejudices 
against vaccination has been almost 
entirely overcome. It has been ascer- 
tained that the number of deaths from 
small-pox in Europe are now onty 
one-tenti the number from that cause 
at the close of the last century. In 
England the proportion is much less. 
In 1800 the deaths from small-pox 
annually were 3,000 out of every mil- 
lion inhabitants. It is now only 200 
This great diminu 
tion in mortality from the dread dis- 
ease must be mainly attributed to the 
prevalence of vaccination. Improved 
sanitary conditions have of course had 
something to do with the change, but 
not sufficient to account for such an 
enormous reduction in the death rate. 

It is true that vaccination is not a 
perfect protection from small-pox. 
But where vaccination had previously, 
at not too remote a period, been suc- 
cessfully accomplished, death oreve n 
severe illness from small-pox has rare- 
ly Pappened. In nearly all Cases 
w .ere a vaccinated person has suffered 
severely from small-pox, it has been 
found on investigation that the vac- 
cination was at fault. Not every man 
with a knife and some virus can vac- 
cinate. It requires a trained eye to 
distinguish a true vaccine vesicle from 
a simple sore. It is important to 
have vaccination performed by a doc- 
tor, who can tell whether the opera- 
tion has been really successful or not. 

The notion that many diseases may 
be communicated by vaccination is 
derided by tbe best medical authori- 
ties. Inthe words of Latham, ‘the 
specific infection of one disease can- 
not convey with it the other.” Seaton 
says of cutaneous and glandular dis- 
eases: “Inasmuch as cutaneous and 
glandular diseases are frequently no- 
ticed in children after their vaccina- 
tion, parents are often found to al- 
lege that these diseases have been in- 
troduced by the vaccination. But 
this, though a popular, has never been 
a professional belief.’’ 

Many persons think that revaccina- 
tion is necessary every 8iX or seven 
years. It is held, however, by emi- 
nent physicians that two successful 
vaccinations are enough, one in child- 
hood, the other in maturity. 

There is a difference of opinion in 
regard to the use of vaccine taken 
from the human system. Most physi- 
cians in this country use nothing but 
bovine virus, that is vaccine matter 
obtained direct from neat stock af- 
fected with cow-pox. It is, however, 
customary in England to use vaccine 
matter {rom the human snbject. Some 
of the best English medical men advo- 


cate the use of virus that has passed 
through many human systems, on the 
ground that itis more sure and cer- 
tain in its effects than bovine virus. 
How bovine virus is obtained is fully 
explained by the New York World as 
follows: 


“Dr. Martin, of Boston,was the first 
American physician who, in view of 


: the danger attending the use of vaccine 


virus taken from the human body, ex- 
erimented successfully upon a returp 
to Dr. Jenner’s origioal method of 
using bovine virus. Dr, Foster, of 
New York, and in 1867 Dr. Robbina, 
of Brooklyn, followed Dr. Martin's 
example, and Dr. Robbins, with his 
associate, Dr. Lewis, is now engaged 
in the production on a large scale, of 
virus derived from Beaugeney stock, 
upon which they have “ingrafted”’ the 
celebrated Vincennes stock ,to procure 
which Dr. Robbins made a special visit 
to France. It is worthy of note, how. 
ever, that the original stock is just as 
potent as ever, though its pewer varies 
according to the constitution of the 
animal from which it was obt»ined. 
The modus operandi is to select the 
best calves—heifers being preferred— 
at an age varying froma few days to 
a year or even more, but the younger 
the better, th« animals being the more 
easily handled. If the subject isa 
small one it is thrown upon its side 
upon atable, and its fore feet and 
bead being secured, its hind legs are 
stretched apart and spots upon the 
belly six or eight inches wide are 
shaved, aud if necessary the epidermis 
or skin is thioned down. After this 
vaccination a4 io the ordinary manner 
is proceeded with, the avimal being 
retaine«t ia the one position for six or 
seven (lays, when the matter is ready 
for re:noval either into quills or tubes, 
and must be asclear as water or else 
rejected. Calves of the Jersey breed 
are preferred. Drs. Robbins and 
Lewis have sent the vaccine to France, 
to Egypt, to China, Japan, and to all 
p»rts of North and South America. 
The greatest care is taken to provide 
that the calf which is to be vaccinated 
shall be in the best pussible health. It 
is said that after a day or two the 
calves do not appear at all incorven- 
ienced by their confinement,but munch 
their food with zest and in fact get 
fat. WUuring the summer the animals 
which are ‘‘under process” are kept in 
the country, it being found that they 
thrive better than in town.” 
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THE NEW REPRUSENTATION. 


The tenth census of the U. S. 
taken this year, makes a new appor- 
tionment of Congressmen necessary. 
The new apportionment will be made 
by Congress this winter. The present 
House has 293 members, not exceed- 
ing one Representative to 181,425 of 
the population of any State. The 
new ratio will be one Representative 
for 170,000 inhabitants. The New 
York Times has compiled the follow- 
ing table, showing the changes that 
will be made in representation as 48 
result of the new census:

Population is moving West, this 
way, and we are glad of it. The more 
it flows into Nevada the better. There 
is room epwugh here for several mil- 
lions yet. But the probability is that 
it will take this State ten years to get 
people enough to fairly entitle it to 
one Congressman on the regular basis 
of representation. Being “battle- 
born,” Nevada is allowed a Congress- 
man, though only having a third the 
number of people represented by each 
Congressman from other States. 

The gains of population in the South 
are remarkable. These gains looked 
like fraud when the census returns 
first came in. But investigation and 
& recount in certain districts estab- 
lished the accuracy of the suspected 
returos. The South has been rapidly 
filling up since 1870. 


HIGH TAXATION NEXT YEAR. 


The Kureka Leader, edited by Mr. 
Hobart, ex-State Controller, thinks 
thatthe State taxation will be more 
than doubled next year. The Leader 
says: 

“The taxa)le values in the State for 
1880 will not exceed,real and personal 
property, $27,000,000; proceeds of the 
mines, $8,000,000; total, $35,000,000. 
The outlook for the near future is not 
promising for an iocrease of these 
values. So the next Leyislature will 
have to figure on raising a State rev- 
enue for the next two years from not 
more than $35,000,000 of taxable val- 
ues, and even thisis liable to be cut 
down to 30,000,000 if the Bullion-tax 
is modifed. Now, the current ex- 
penses of the State Government, aside 
from the support of schools, interest, 
etc., amounts to at least $300,000 per 
year, and this without any provision 
for building any new State institution 
or for making calculations tor any un- 
forseen or extraordinary expenses. 
The present rate of State taxation is 
fifty-five cents on the hundred dollars 
valuation. It is patent that this rate 
on Our present amount of taxable val- 
ues will not yield half enough revenue 
to pay even the current expenses of 
the State Goverument. If we can cal- 
culace safely on an aggregate of $35,- 
000,000 of taxable vulues, unless some 
marked reduction can be made imme- 
diately in State expenses the State 
tax must go at least tua dollar and a 
quarter to raise sufficient to pay the 
ordinary State expenses, support the 
schools, and pay the interest account,”’

mand that the ownership of the soil 
be turned over to the people who till 
it; the Goverument to in some way 
recompense the present owners. The 
present agitation is intenvifying the 
opposition to the payment of rents. 
An Irish landlord does not occupy an 
enviable position. 
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General Grant presided at a meet- 
ing of railroad magnates in New York 
Thursday night. C. P. Huntington, 
Jay Gould, G. W. Dodge, E. D. Ad- 
ams, T. J. Coolidge and others were 
present. The main question consid- 
ered was the desirableness of the com- 
plete fusion of all the interests repre- 
sented, and a general participation in 
forming a new scheme for establish- 
ing railroad communications on an 
adequate scale, not only between this 
country and Mexico, but throughout 
the Mexican Republic. A motion to 
fuse all the interests represented 


passed unanimously. Gen. Grant was 
appointed chairman of a committee to 
decide upon a plan for such a fusion. 


Jerry Schooling’s proposal to amend 
the election law so as to prevent any 
naturalized citizen from voting in this 
State who has not been six months a 
citizen of the United States is meeting 
with general approval from the press 
of the State. Itis certainly a most 
excellent suggestion and we hope to 
see it embodied in legislation next 
winter.

In a neteh opening into 
the hole in the pieee of cedar some 
dry powdered wood from a decayed 
pine was placed. ‘en minutes’ frie- 
tion ignited the powdered woed, and 
the little coals rolled upon a Uench of 
dry grass placed to receive them. A 
few puffs from the breath set the grass 
ablaze. 
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How Rufus Shoemaker,of the Grass 
Valley Free Lance,must have shudderd 
when he wrote: “The mere mention of 
the whipping post causes the shivers 
to run down the back-bone of the phi- 
lantbropist.”. And yet Mr. Shoema- 
ker says he would be glad to see Harry 
Fisher tied to a postand lashed with 
a big whip well laid on by an old band 
at the business. Fisher is the fellow 
who sold the services of his wife to a 
bagnio im San Francisco. It is sur- 
prising that the Grass Valley philan- 
thropist does not recommend the ap- 
plication of tar in such a case. 


The ultimate terminus of the South- 
ern Pacific has not yet been fixed. It 
will be NewOrleans or som other point 
on the Gulf of Mexico. As soon as a 
decision is reached work will at once 
be commenced from the terminus 
aod from El Paso, where the junction 
with the A. T. & 8. F. will be made 
in a few weeks. The Southern Pa- 
cific is likely to be completed in two 
years or less.

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AGENERAL VACCINATION NEEDED. 


Six new cases of small-pox were re 
ported in San Francisco Monday. 
The Virginia Chronicle ‘of Monday 
mentions five cases of the same disease 
on the Comstock. There are also 
cases in Stockton.~ It isnot unlikely 
that the plague will again appear in 
Reno. Our people should not neglect 
vaccination. Now isthe time to at- 
tend to it. When small-pox appears 
in our midst and a panic resv'lts, the 


‘ doctors speedily run out of virus, and 


there may be considerable delay in 
obtaining a fresh supply. The author- 
ities would do well to employ some 
physician to vaccinate all the poor 
people who may apply for that means 
of protectiog against the dreaded 
scourge. The public interest de- 
mands it. Every unvaccioated person 
is asource of danger to the community 
and it will pry the community to de- 
fray the expense of his vaccination, if 
he is too poor to pay for it himself. 
All the large towns in California 
where small-pox has appeared, have 
caused health offices to be opened, 
where the poor could be vaccinated 
free of charge. In San Francisco 
public vaccinators have been sent 
about from house to huuse, vaccinat- 
ing all who desired protection, free of 
charge. Our county commissioners 
would do a sensible thing to make an 
appropriation fot a general and grat- 
uitous veccination of the poor. In 
Germany vaccination is compulsory 
and is performed at the expense of the 
government. 
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SIERRA GLACIERS, 


In the Californian for December 
John Muir draws a grand picture of 
the glacial age, when California and 
Nevada were covered with a mantle 
of ice thousands of feet in thickness. 
This immense ice sheet lay in a great 
fold over the Sierra Nevada, whose 
loftiest peaks were buried far beneath 
the frozen flood. Mighty glaciers, 
flowing rivers of ice, were ploughing 
out the Yosemite Valley and burnish- 
ing the shining pavements of the high 
Sierra. A majestic natural monu- 
ment to the glacial period stands in 
the Sierra, a little north of Cathedral 
Peak. It is a massive granite mono- 
lith, towering to a height of fifteen 
hundred: feet, of perfect proportions, 
its surface exquisitely polished and 
flashing with crystals of feldspar. 
That grand monolith stood in the 
path of one of the mighty ancient 
glaciers. The glacier flowed over and 
around it, grinding and polishing the 
surface of the stone, but was unable tu 
wrest it from its base. Upon the 
smooth, flat summit of the lofty mon- 
ument are boulders left there by the 
subsidence of the ice flood. 

Muir’s description of the ancient 
glaciers, and of their littie children 
which may still be seen trickling down 


the canyons at the headwaters of the 


Tuolumne and the Merced, is more 
interesting than a nouvel. It kindles 
the imagination to read of flowing 


rivers of ice, miles in width and 


thousands of feet deep, flowing on- 
ward through centuries of time, fash- 


‘ioving the mountains and the valleys 
‘into those shapes which we behold 


to-day.

The Argonaut has dropped the edi- 
torial ‘“‘we,” and Pixley now writes as 
“I.” The editorials in the last num- 
ber were bristling with I’s.

They make asparing use 
of the “we.”” One can read column 
after column of editorials in the New 
York Nation, Tribune or Sun, and not 
see a single ‘‘we.’ The great news- 
papers represent, not individuals, but

| THE CARE OF THE INSANE. 
Before erecting any costly asylum, 
might it not be well for the Nevada 
Com mis-ioners for the Insane to make 
some study of the new methods of 
ministering ‘to the .minds diseased? 
There is too much of A tendency 
among official boards and public offi- 
cers to adhere to old plans and sys- 
tems in relation to such public insti. 
tutions. 

The Democrat and Chronicle thus 
describes the new way of treating the 
insane now practiced in Scotland: 


**The Scotch asyluins are the most 
perfect. They are rows of cottages 
instead of great stone prisons. All 
forms of restraint are totally abolished. 
The inmates are employed and amused 
as if they were rational be.ngs, and in 
visiting them it is hard to realize that 
one is in an insane asylum, No win. 
dows are barred or doors locked. 
Patients are free from all visible re- 
Straint, but are watched closely by 
attendants, and only few escapes are 
reported. The results of such a sys- 
tem are so encouraging that it is 
difficult to see why it is not introduc- 
ed into this country.” 


This method above described cer- 
tainly seems far more humane than 
the old one of shutting lunatics up in 
a building like a prison. Contioe- 
mentin an ordinary insane asylum 
would make many sabe persons go 
crazy. If Nevada must have an 
asylum, let us see that it is planned 
upon the most advanced system of 
treatment forthe patients. The mind 
cf every imaginative person instinct- 
ively revolts at the notion of imprison- 
ment in the ordinary asylum. Close 
coufinement may be necessary for 
Cangerous lunatics. It certainly is 
not for the harmlessly demented. It 
scems a cruelty to shut them up in a 
living tomb, as we do a criminal.

It was remarked by Martin Luther 
that Jesus broke the Sibbath deliber- 
ately, and even ostentatiously. for a 
purpose. He walked the ficlds ; he 
plucked, shelled and ate the corn ; he 
treated the sick, and his spirit may be 
detected in the alleged imposition 
upon the restored cripple of the labor 
of carrying his bed on the Sabbath 
day. He crowned his protest against 
a sterile formali-m by the enunciation 
of « principle which applies to us to 
day us much as to the world in the 
time of Christ. ‘“‘The Sabbath was 
made for man, and not man for the 
Sabbath.” 

With regard to the alleged “proofs” 
that Sunday was intro:iuced as a sub- 
stitute for Saturday, ansl that its ob- 
servance is as binding upon Christians 
as their Sabbath was upon the Jews, I 
can only say that tho-e which I hive 
seen are of the flimsiest and vaguest 
character. “If,” says Milton, “on the 
plea of a divine command, they im- 
pose upon us the observances of a 
particular day, how do they presume 
without the authority of a divine com- 
mand, to substitute another day in its 
place?” Outside the bounds of 
thevlugy no one wuld think of apply- 
ing the term “proofs” to the evideuce 
adduced for the change; and yet on 
this pivot, it has been alleged, turns 
the eternal fate of human souls’ 
Were such a doctrine not actual it 
would be incredible. It has been 
truly said that the man who accepts it 
sinks,in doing so, to the lowest depths 
It is perfectly reasonable 
for a religious community to set apart 
one day in seven forrest and devotion. 
Most of those who obiect tothe Judaic 
observance of the Sabbath recognize 
not ouly the wisdom but the necessity 
Of some such institution, not on the 
ground of a divine edict, but of com- 
mon sense. They contend, however, 
that it ought to be as fur as possible a 
day of cheerful renovation both of 
body and spiri'jand not a day of penal 
gloom. There is nothing that I should 
withstand more strenuously than the 
conversion of the first day of the week 
into’ common working day. Quite 
as strenuously, however, should I op- 
pose its beingemployed as a duy for 
the exercise of saeredotal rigor.

SIGN OF THE TOWN CLOCK, 
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NEVADA'S INSANE 


Pians Drawn Up for the Proposed Asy- 
lum at Reno. 


-——— 


The Sacramento Bee of Thursday 
contains a lengthy description of the 
plans for an insane asylum made by 
A. Cook for the Nevada Board of 
Commissioners for the Insane. The 
plans will be submitted to the Legia- 


lature of Nevada this winter. The 
oe re of the Commissioners was to 

vild an asylum on the greund select- 
ed for the new State Prison near Reno. 
The design is to use the stone from 
the prison walls for the construction 
of the asylum. ‘I'he Bee gives the fol- 
lowing details: 

The new Asylum is intended to face 
the nortii, and consists of a main and 
centre building, with wings on each 
side, runuing east and west, and north 
and south, making a front of 424 feet, 
and a depth of 216 feet. The main 
centre building and adjoining wards 
are to be three stories high, exclusive 
of basemeut and attic, and the extreme 
wards and rear centre building will be 
two stories high. The number of pa 
tients and wards on each floor is ap- 
porti»ned as follows: First floor, 4 
wards, wales 49, females 49, 98; sec- 
ond floor, 4 wards, mules 49, females 
49, 98; third floor, 2 wards, males 23, 
females 23, 46; total], 242. 

It is proposed to warm the build- 
ing by s'eam. Water will be pumped 
by sieam from « ditch running through 
the grounds. The estimated cost for 
‘the entire buildings complete, isclud- 
ing boilers, tanks, engiues, pumps, 
fan, steam, heating, ventilating, couk- 
ing utensil-, laundry machioery, yard 
walls, privies, “sewer-pipes, etc., will 
be about $359,625, and the place will 
accommodute 242 patients; or by leav- 
ing off the two extreme cear ward 
buildings, the main center buildings 
aod two reception ward buildings, it 
ean be erected for about $274,163; 
and will aecommodate 154 patients, 
aod by using the attic of the main 
building it will accommodate 200 pua- 
tients. 
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Still Another Ratiroad—From Reno or 
Wiunemucca into Oregon.

The mercury 
has already been ten below zero at 
Enreka and still lower at Elko. Last 
Tuesday night the tempera'ure at 
Haleck. station was sixteen below 
zero. The Silver State svys Halleck is 
the coldest place on the line of the C. 
P. railroad, but it must be a marrow. 
freezivg spotif it is colder than Pros- 
scr creek,where the mercury ruv down 
to. thirty-eigkt degrees below zero last 
winter and came near congealing al- 
together. Upon the Comstock this 
week the nights have been cold 
enough, the observer of the Znterprise 
noting #8 lowa temperature as six 
above zero. 

The predictions of the weather wise 
are widely d@fferent. Some declare 
that the signs all indicate a winter of 
frightful cold, and others say that 
these early cold snaps are always fol- 
lowed by an open winter, The fact is 
that the weather prophets den’t know 
any more about it than a yellow dug 
doves.

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IRRIGATION CATES. 


A Plat for Tapping DPitehes so as to 
Prevent Washing Oat, 


The Fresno Expositor publishes the 
following description of adevice for 
irrigation boxes designed to prevent 
sluicing and cutting: : 

“From the time that irrigation was 
first introduced to the present, those 
who have mde use of it have been 
much annoyed and their patience ha- 
been severely tested by the expensive 
and awkward boxes or gates by which 
the water Was let out of the ditch on 
to the land to be irrigated. The boxes 
or gates which have been in vogue 
have cut the banks of the ditch from 
top to bottom, and it mattered not 
whether the square or bevelled wings 
were used, they were liable to wash 
out, and when in’ their best running 
order it has been found impossible to 
let the water throngh them in such a 
manner as to prevent its force from 
digging unsighsly and inconvenient 
holes in the ground in frovt of thew. 
To counteract the different current» 
which occur, barley xacks without 
number have been used. J. 8. French, 
of the Burton vineyard,makes 4 -quare 
box of two-inch lumber, and from 
eight to twelve inches in the clear 1o- 
side, and sufficiently lung to extend 
fiom the center of the ditch to a point 
clear of the outside of the bank. Into 
the npper side of the ditch end he 
places a square or reund valve,through 
which the water passes into the box, 
and which is operated by a pump 
handle cr brake attachment from the 
bank of the ditch. Iu the upper side 
of the center or cheek erd, he leaves 
a hoie of three or four times the Ca- 
pacity of the valve, through which the 
water pas-cs out of the bex and flows 
off upon the lant without the least 
cutting or siuicing.”’

| Only $1 a Year. 
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How Eureka Lovks to a Stranger. Its 
Location and! Euterprises, 


A flying visit to a large town like 
Eureka gives but little opportunity 
for studying its peculiarities or re- 
sources, and to write upa town with 
two papers like the Sentinel and Lead- 
er would be labor thrown away, The 
place impresses a stranger very favor- 
ably, especially ifhe has obtained the 
idea that.it is more diragreeably lova- 
ted than other Nevada towns. Almost 
all the drummers’ and _ travellers’ 
stories of Fureka spread the impres- 
sion that the town lies in a barren 
canyon, surrounded by hills unusually, 
bleak and forbidding, and that the 
fumes of lead and arsenic from the 
Richmond, Eureka and other reduc- 
tion works, are almost deadly. That 
vegetation is killed as itis by the cop- 
per mines at Spenceville and else- 
where. The truth is the fumes do 
not effect the air perceptibly ‘and un- 
tess the wind blows in just the right 
direction no one could tell that there 
were such things as reduction works 
iu the neighborhood, 


THE TOWN SI‘E 

is not unlike that cf Bodie. The 
canon is not more narrow and the hills 
hardly so high. There is the same 
barreness of trees, the same rounding 
hills of a similar color. At Bodie the 
eastern hills are covered with hoisting 
works, dumps tunnels and shafts. At 
Eureka the mines are three miles 
away. There is a difference of eleva- 
tion of about 2000 feet in favor of 
Eureka, and that gives it a much 
pleasanter and safer climate.

THE PROCESS OF SMELTING 


is briefly, to melt the ore in a furnace 
and let the heavier metals, silver and 
lead, settle to the bottom where they 
work out through an inverted siphon 
and are dipped and run intu bars, The 
iron and dross lie next and are drawn 
off and thrown away.

[f one applies to the Superintendent 
of a road for a piace as c nductor, the 
Superintendent never asks the appli- 
cuit about his experience. He simpls 
looks at his watch chain. If no seal, 
uo experience; a two-inch seal, moder- 
ste experience; a three-inch seal anc 
three fourths inch chain, lony service; 
and so on, 

Just as the excursion train wa 
about to s'art Tuesday night,and while 
the platform was crowded, a man who 
was not of the party yelled : 

“Tsay. Conductor.” 

There were about fifty conductor- 
on the platform. From the force - f 
habit each one answered, and they all 
sany out in concert: 

“Oh dammit! Whatdo you want?” 

It was a glorious sight to see those 
fifty conductors swing them<elve> 
aboard as the train was pulling out. 
They al -tood about indifferentiy, as 
though they were waiting for the train 
to start; then each would look away 
from the cars, and cxrelessly stretch 
ing out an arin, Would swing on to the 
train as if the act were entirely un- 
premeditated and accomplished with 
no exertion. 

The c »nductors were a fine looking 
lotof men. The experienced traveler 
could make close guesses as to the 
localities from which each of them 
hailed. There was one slim hollow- 
looking yellow haired fellow that sn 
old railroad man was ready to swear 
came from Pennsylvania.
